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Moran loses 
round one in 
tribunal fight

DISGRACED former MP Margaret 
Moran has failed in a bid to have 
an employment tribunal case 
against her thrown out. 

Three of the ex-Luton South 
member’s former employees - 
Ushrat Sultana, Tahir Qureshi and 
Yasmine Shah - are bringing the 
claim against her on the grounds 
of unfair dismissal. 

Ms Moran, who has not been 
seen in public for 18 months, was 
not present at the pre-hearing 
review in Bedford on Friday. 

Ms Moran’s barrister, Eloise 
Power, instructed by Richard 
Pitkethly of Steel & Shamash, 
wanted to ‘strike out’ that claim as 
well as an amendment to add 
‘discrimination’. 

The three claimants had failed to 
make this amendment within the 
set time period and they each gave 
evidence as to why they had been 
unable to meet the deadline. 

Both Ms Sultana and Mrs Shah 
had been having medical prob¬ 
lems, while Mr Qureshi said he had 
been stressed with his home life. 

Ms Sultana, who was hospi¬ 
talised, said: “She [Moran] was 



aware of my medical condition 
when I was working for her and 
having to relive everything I had 
gone through with her made me 
angry and really upset. 

“It was impossible to do any¬ 
thing. I was self-harming and 
having thoughts of suicide. I didn’t 
want to put myself in a position 
where I would be more vulnera¬ 
ble.” 


After arguments from both James 
Tunley, the ex-employees’ barris¬ 
ter, and Ms Power, the judge, 
Catherine Tribe, decided to strike 
out the discrimination amend¬ 
ment but not the other claims. 

Ms Moran’s barrister tried to bar 
Luton on Sunday from attending 
the hearing before it started by 
saying a previous order had been 
made to exclude the press. 

However, Mrs Tribe allowed the 
press in and allowed Ms Power to 
make her application, but it was 
refused. 

Ms Power argued: “Reporting of 
these proceedings could cause 
substantial injury to the respon¬ 
dent’s present business undertak¬ 
ings.” 

Mrs Tribe said: “I have been given 
no details whatsoever of the busi¬ 
ness, let alone substantial injury or 
any injury at all it could cause. 
Therefore I am not satisfied.” 

Ms Power also requested, on 
behalf of Ms Moran, for costs for 
these proceedings to be paid by 
the claimants but these were also 
refused. 

A case management discussion 
took place, in private, afterwards 
and a date will be set for the 
tribunal.

Decade in jail for Maroof 


A 30-year-old woman was jailed for 
ten years on Friday after being found 
guilty of the manslaughter of a faith 
healer. 

Following a trial, Rubina Maroof, 
formerly of Pembroke Avenue, Luton, 
was found not guilty of the murder of 
Alfusaine Jabbi, a 22-year-old from the 
Gambia, more than four years ago. 

She was eventually arrested at 
Heathrow Airport on May 9 when she 
returned from Pakistan. 

Mr Jabbi was found dead in Leagrave 
Park on in April 2006. 

He had been bound while the backs 
of his thighs were beaten, probably 
with an industrial sized roll of tin foil, 
his shins were beaten and he was 


stabbed near his anus. There was 
evidence that salt had been rubbed 
into the wounds. 

The jury at Luton Crown Court found 
Maroof guilty of the manslaughter of 
Mr Jabbi. 

She was also found guilty of 
conspiracy to unlawfully imprison 
Mr Jabbi, for which she was jailed for 
four years. Both sentences will be 
served concurrently. 

Speaking after the verdict, Detective 
Chief Inspector Steve Collin said: “I am 
pleased for Alfusaine’s family who 
remain in the Gambia, but this enquiry 
remains ‘ongoing’ as there are other 
people connected to Alfusaine’s death, 
who remain outstanding.”

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Police operation is the end of the line for pick-pockets 


PICK-POCKETS and street robbers from Luton 
were targeted at a train station in Hertfordshire 
on Friday. 

Officers were seen at St Albans Railway Station 
checking for criminals coming into the city from 
London and Luton to improve community safety 
within the city centre. 

Neighbourhood officers were joined by passive 
drugs dogs and various police teams including 
covert officers. 

The operation was put together following a slight 


increase in pick-pocketing and street robberies. 
However, overall crime in the city has reduced by 
9.4 per cent. 

St Albans City Neighbourhood Sergeant Karen 
Lewis said: “Targeting criminals as they come into 
the city at the train station is a great way to make 
St Albans city an even safer place to visit, live or 
work. We are convinced many use the mainline 
network to commit pick-pocketing, street rob¬ 
beries and theft of bicycles. 

“Numbers of offences are still very low, but we 


want to drive them down still further, particularly 
in the Christmas shopping season. The operation 
has been developed to proactively increase the 
safety of members of the public in and around St 
Albans by reducing the chances of them becom¬ 
ing victims of crime, especially robbery. 

“Anyone intent on causing crime or anti-social 
behaviour in the city should think again. This is 
not just a one-off operation, we have regular, often 
covert patrols, and we want to make sure St Albans 
is a no-go area for criminals coming into the city.” 


Watchdog steps up its scrutiny 
after crime targets are not met

THE policing watchdog is ‘disap¬ 
pointed’ to learn crimefighting tar¬ 
gets have not been met. 

Bedfordshire Police’s performance 
figures for April to September when it 
came to domestic burglary and crime 
investigation were not what had 
been expected, although the targets 
had been designed to be challenging. 
Overall crime in the county has 


fallen by 18 per cent in the last three 
years and the number of victims of 
serious violence has fallen by 4,500 
over the same period. 

The force’s chief officer team has 
told Bedfordshire Police Authority 
members that changes have been 
introduced and dedicated investiga¬ 
tion teams for crimes such as bur¬ 
glary, robbery and vehicle crime are 
now in place across the county. 

The committee felt public confi¬ 
dence, which has seen a slight fall in 


recent months, would be helped by 
improved detection figures. 

The committee agreed the empha¬ 
sis on confidence and satisfaction in 
policing in the county should 
remain, despite the Government’s 
decision to remove national targets 
in these areas. 

Martin Pantling, chairman of the 
performance and planning commit¬ 
tee, said: “The Chief Constable has 
reassured the committee that 
improvements in performance for 


both most serious violence and seri¬ 
ous sexual offences are expected in 
the second half of the year. 

“We have also heard about the 
work to improve the investigation of 
crime, all of which is positive. 
However, members do still have 
some concerns that the targets it set 
in this area may not be met. 

“To ensure that this work gets on 
track in the coming months we felt it 
was important to step up our scruti¬ 
ny.”

Cllr Hussain was the Lib Dems’ 
prospective parliamentary candidate 
for Luton South in 2005 and earlier this 
year.

“Qurban has worked hard, for his 
constituents in Biscot and for Luton as 
a whole.

‘Failures' leave PC’s widow to bring up daughter alone 



A WIDOW who was told the murder of her 
PC husband could have been prevented 
will now focus on bringing up their four- 
year-old daughter. 

On Wednesday, an independent report 
was published which said Luton PC Jon 
Henry’s death could have been prevented 
had his paranoid schizophrenic killer 
received better mental health care. 

PC Henry, 36, was stabbed to death in 
June 2007 when he answered a 999 call 
to Luton town centre to deal with 
Tennyson Obih who had attacked a 
window cleaner. 

His wife Mary Henry, who was shown the 
report before it was published, declined to 
comment on it, saying she wanted to get 
on with raising young Maggie. 

When Obih was convicted in March 2009, 
Mrs Henry had said: “Maggie has been 
robbed of her father and will grow up with 
only stories and photographs of him. In a 
world that can be a scary place for a child 
anyway she will have to live with the first¬ 
hand effects of what evil people can take 
from you.” 

The report also found nothing had been 
done when it was discovered that Obih, 


now 31, had not taken his medication and 
the level of care he received at that time 
meant he was not being properly 
monitored by Bedfordshire and Luton 
Mental Health NHS Trust. 

Report co-author Lucy Scott-Moncrieff 
said there was a series of ‘management 
and clinical failings’ starting from the 
decision to close the early intervention 
service to save money. 

She said: “The cumulative effect of these 
failings was that at the time of the incident 
Mr Obih’s illness was untreated and his 
well-being was effectively unmonitored.” 


Claire Lawton, medical director of NHS 
England, said: “The independent report 
provides recommendations for specific 
actions to build on the improvements 
already made in mental health services in 
Luton.” 

Andy Brogan, director of clinical 
governance and quality at South Essex 
NHS Foundation Trust, said: “We accept all 
the recommendations in the report 
today.” 

The report into the care of Obih was 
published by Verita, which was 
commissioned by NHS East of England.

Suspect fell from 
the sixth floor as he 
fled from the police

A BURGLARY suspect fell six 
storeys from his flat while trying 
to climb from his window as 
police went to arrest him. 

Officers forced entry to his 
apartment in the Startpoint 
building in Downs Road, Luton, 
at 9.10am on Friday. 


Having gained entry, police - 
who had gone to arrest the man 
on suspicion of burglary - saw 
him on the ground outside the 
building. 

It appears he fell after trying to 
climb from the window. 

He was given immediate first aid 
by the officers, and was taken to 
hospital by the ambulance serv¬ 
ice, suffering from a broken leg, 


broken back and head injuries. A 
search of the flat resulted in the 
recovery of a firearm, suspected 
drugs and a large quantity of cash. 

Police cordoned off the area 
while they carried out an investi¬ 
gation. 

In line with national procedure, 
the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission has 
been informed of the incident. 


‘Zero star’ care home still awaits action 


IMPROVEMENTS to a care home 
which was officially branded ‘poor’ 
four months ago have still not been 
made. 

In July, Griffin Care Centre [right], 
in Moorlands Gardens, Luton, run by 
Southern Cross Healthcare Group, 
was given a ‘zero star’ rating by the 
Care Quality Commission (CQC]. 

It found three sub-standard areas 
- health and personal care, staffing 
and complaints and protection - 
with a further two ‘adequate’ and 
two more ‘good’. 

In one instance, a patient’s leg 
wounds were left unattended for 
30 days. Phil Keeling, area manager 
for Southern Cross Healthcare, said: 



“The health and wellbeing of 
residents are our priorities. We are 
continuing to work closely with the 
CQC, Primary Care Trust and social 
services to quickly ensure these 
improvements are made at Griffin 
Care Home as soon as possible.” 

The care home has also seen a 
change in management when its 


relief general manager left last 
month. 

Mr Keeling added: “Jim Ennis was 
employed as the relief home 
manager from June 25 to October 
15, to begin the process of 
improvement at Griffin Care Home. 

“He did not have a fixed term 
contract with Southern Cross and 
the company took the decision to 
then bring in Janet Rayfield in order 
to speed up the improvements 
identified for the home. 

“All residents have been invited to 
meet with Janet and steps taken to 
ensure that she is fully available to 
all residents or relatives who may 
wish to speak with her.”

Luton Culture 
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MP under fire over 
‘disrespect to staff

A FIRE boss has hit back at an 
MP’s ‘disrespectful’ tone after 
claims that the service should 
stop recruiting back-room staff 
and save firefighter’s jobs. 

Glen Ranger, deputy chief fire 
officer at the Bedfordshire and 
Luton Fire and Rescue Service 
(BLFRS), said he could not agree 
with MP Nadine Dorries’ com¬ 
ments made on her blog on 
Thursday. 

It followed an advertisement 
from the Bedfordshire and Luton 
Fire & Rescue Service for a public 
relations officer offering a salary 
exceeding £30,000 a year. Mrs 
Dorries met with local firefighters 
regarding the Government’s pro¬ 
posals to regionalise the service 
and wrote on her blog that they 
were ‘particularly angry’ about 
the job advert. 

She said: “Back-room support 
staff don’t save lives, a press 
release won’t put out a fire, a secre¬ 
tary cannot man a hose. I truly 
believe the cuts could be made 
without affecting front-line servic¬ 
es and wherever possible should 
come from the back-room staff.” 

Mr Ranger responded by saying: 
“I cannot agree with the com¬ 
ments made by Nadine Dorries 
regarding cuts to the fire and res¬

cue service. I must also say that I 
find the tone of this communica¬ 
tion to be unnecessarily disre¬ 
spectful to our valued support 
staff. BLFRS is reviewing shift pat¬ 
terns to ensure that we can contin¬ 
ue to provide the most effective 
and efficient service to the public. 

“This is not about people losing 
jobs, but is about securing and 
sustaining a high quality service 
for the community we serve. 

“The contract with our current 
Public Relations service provider is 
coming to an end, and we are pur¬ 
suing the option of employing an 
in-house member of staff in order 
to continue the delivery of this 
function in the most efficient way, 
and to the high standard we have 


been used to. Notwithstanding the 
comments made by Ms Dorries, 
press releases are not issued to 
make the ‘management look good’ 
but are utilised to raise public 
awareness of the work undertaken 
by our firefighters.” 

■ Members of the Fire Brigades 
Union (FBU) from Bedford and 
Kempston turned out in force to 
lobby local MR Richard Fuller, this 
week. 

Mr Fuller praised the work of 
firefighters and said: “The fire 
fighters raised national concerns 
with pay and pensions, the 
impact of reductions in govern¬ 
ment spending as well as local 
issues affecting the fire stations 
in Bedford and in Kempston.”

AN acclaimed car maker 
was taken on his last 
cruise on Wednesday. 

Malcolm Darlow [right], 
of Flint Close, Luton, was 
50 when he died on 
October 31. He became 
involved in the car 
industry at a young age 
and built some famous 
vehicles. 

His best known creation 
was the Granzzilla, which 
won a lot of trophies from 
different car shows 
around the country. 

He also appeared on 
Channel 4’s Big Breakfast 
and was published in 
Custom Car and Street 
Machine magazine in 
1993. 

His sister, Andrea 
Gultnieks, 48, said: “We 
wanted to take Malcolm 
on a last cruise from his 
home to Stopsley 
Crematorium. 

“He was very famous in 
the car industry and when 
he went on tour with 
Granzzilla he went around 
all UK car shows and won 



every award going. He 
used to have his own 
business and then went 
on to work for classic car 
restoration companies. 
While he was at one of 
these he even restored 
John Thaw’s Jaguar. 

“Everyone knew 
Malcolm loved a party and 
he always had a smile on 
his face. He loved to have 
a chat and anybody could 
get on with him. I want 
him to be remembered.” 

Malcolm leaves behind 
his sisters Andrea 
Gultnieks and Rayanna 
Darlow. 


Plea for missing teen 
Neelam to get in touch

POLICE are becoming increas¬ 
ingly concerned for a 17-year- 
old girl who has been missing 
for nearly two weeks. 

Neelam Akhtar has not been 
seen since November 9 when 
she left her home around 
12.30pm in Shaftsbury Road, 
Luton, to go to Beech Hill 
School for a lesson. 

She is described as being of 
Asian appearance, 5’ 2” tall and 
with shoulder-length straight 
black hair. 

Neelam was last seen wearing 
dark green traditional trousers 



and top, a black cardigan and 
black shoes with a knee length 
dark coat which had a belt and 
hood together with a dark green 
head scarf. 

She was also carrying an 


orange plastic Sainsbury’s carri¬ 
er bag which may have con¬ 
tained some black and white 
clothing and a floral patterned 
ring binder holding her school 
work. 

A Bedfordshire Police spokes¬ 
woman said: “We are becoming 
increasingly concerned for her. 

“She is a very family orientat¬ 
ed traditional Pakistani girl who 
has never run away from home 
and it is completely out of char¬ 
acter. 

“Please come forward and tell 
us if you have any information, 

“If Neelam is reading this 
appeal and she feels she has 
problems we will help her and 


speak to her in complete confi¬ 
dence.” 

Detective Inspector Richard 
Wall, who is leading the investi¬ 
gation, said: “All Neelam’s family 
are very worried about her as 
this type of behaviour is com¬ 
pletely out of character. 

“Police have already undertak¬ 
en extensive enquiries but I 
would urge anyone who has 
information about Neelam’s 
whereabouts to speak with the 
police as soon as possible.”

poverty. 

Sally Burke, who will be leading the trip, 
said: “The students will be raising the money 
to cover their costs and collectively we will 
make a donation to the community in Jinja. 

“The fundraising started on November 11 
with the students running a lunch time game 
to guess the mass of a jar of sweets. They 
raised £140 and the winner won the jar of 
sweets.”

Most people eat different 
parts of various animals every day, 
without thinking too deeply about 
what those animals’ last moments 
were like. 

But whether organic, free range, 
corn-fed or rested on the finest 
mattresses, they all end up in the 
same slaughterhouses; they are all 
alone and terrified; they are all hung 
upside down by their hind legs and 
all end up bleeding to death. 

Taking the life of any animal for 
food can never be regarded as 
humane and is completely unneces¬ 
sary when animal products are not 
essential for a healthy life.

Councils will 
ignore pressure 
over the use of 
Christmas word

COUNCILS say they won’t 
bow to demands from the 
English Defence League over 
the use of the word 
‘Christmas’ in their celebra¬ 
tions. 

In a letter to Luton Borough 
and Central Bedfordshire 
Councils, the EDL promises a 
‘visit’ to the areas if it resorts 
to ‘politically correct 
appeasement’ in its Yuletide 
activities. 

It also points out the aver¬ 
age cost to a local authority 
when the EDL demonstrates 
is £500,000 - an amount it 
says ‘it is hoped will be avoid¬ 
ed by your council’. 

The EDL tells councils to 
keep the word ‘Christ in 


Christmas and do not lose 
the meaning of Christmas by 
changing it to Winter 
Festival’. 

A Luton Town Hall 
spokesman said: “We have 
received a letter from the 
EDL. But councils supposed¬ 
ly avoiding the word 
Christmas is an old chestnut 
which crops up every year. 

“We have always celebrated 
Christmas here in Luton and 
we always will.” 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council confirmed it too had 
received a similar request 
from the EDL - but would not 
be responding. 

Deputy leader Richard Stay 
said: “This issue has never 
been considered by the 
council, regardless of any 
external pressure we may 


have received, and so the use 
of the term ‘Christmas’ will 
remain. 

“Christmas is and remains 
an important Christian event, 
which occurs on an annual 
basis. We serve a diverse pop¬ 
ulation and refer to all reli¬ 
gious festivals without preju¬ 
dice in our communications. 

“For this reason we did not 
think that the EDL request 
warranted a response.” 

An EDL spokesman said: 
“We can confirm that they did 
send out a letter requesting 
that all councils keep the 
word Christmas. 

“The response has been 
very favourable with the 
majority of responses, to 
date, confirming that they 
will keep the word Christmas 
in their celebrations.”

THERE are 2.8 million people diagnosed with 
Diabetes in the UK and more than 500,000 who 
have the condition but do not realise it. 

This was one of the reasons why World Diabetes 
Day was created in 1991. With the event observed 
world-wide last week, reporter CHRISTINA 
JOHNSON went along to a clinic in Luton which 
provides specialist care for patients suffering from 
the life-long health problem. 


THE number of people 
diagnosed with Diabetes in the 
UK rises each year. 

The condition - where the 
amount of glucose in your blood 
is too high because the body 
cannot use it properly - has 
increased by more than 150,000 
to 2.8 million in the past 12 
months. 

The good news is that an 
award-winning team is on hand 
at the Luton Treatment Centre in 
Vestry Close to help those who 
have the disease. 

Lyn Murphy heads up the team 
as the lead Diabetes nurse and, 
along with nine other people, 
supports patients to control their 
condition. 

She said: “This service is in the 
community, not in the hospital. 

“The team has expanded very 
dramatically over the past few 
years and there has been a lot of 
investment in diabetes in Luton 
because it is a big problem with a 
large Asian community, which is 
high risk. 

“We get referrals from GPs and 
there is a nurse attached to each 
practice in Luton, so patients are 
aware of the services we can 
provide to them. That’s a way of 
ensuring we see them at the 
beginning.” 

When talking about how the ill¬ 
ness affects individuals, Ms 


Murphy said it is very dependent 
on how each person manages it. 

She said: “We really focus on 
supporting and educating people 
to manage their condition and 
we won the Lilly Abracadabra 
Diabetes Award in the education 
category in February. 

“One of the things we have are 
multi-lingual nurses. For exam¬ 
ple, we have a Bengali speaking 
support workers so patients can 
speak to her in their own lan¬ 
guage and get one-to-one 
support for up to six months. 

“It’s having mentoring, like 
helping them to take their 
tablets, that make a difference. 

“We also got £500 with the 
award to put back into the 
service. We produced a DVD on 
diabetes education in different 


languages so that if the support 
workers are not here we can put 
that on for them. 

“We also go out and see people 
who can’t come in.” 

She also said those sufferers 
can be badly effected: “We try 
our best to keep people out of 
hospital. 

“Those who die will mostly die 
from heart disease, and the 
condition can also reduce life 
span, cause heart and kidney 
problems and also lead to 
amputation. We still see this and 
they are a core group of people 
we can’t reach. 

“It’s nothing to do with race, 
religion or sex but they are just 
people who have too much other 
stuff going on in their lives and 
do not get around to taking their 
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service is helping 
ve with Diabetes

medication. We can’t drag them 
in or take their medication for 
them, but we can talk to them 
about what’s happening in their 
lives and that’s the strategy we 
take - particularly when they are 
young people. 


“There is type one and type two 
diabetes and ten to 20 per cent 
are type one. So type two is the 
most common. 

“It is getting more and more 
common because of child obesity 
and that’s a big concern. 


Factfile: 


Type 1 develops when the 
insulin-producing cells in the 
body have been destroyed 
and the body is unable to 
produce any insulin. 

Type 2 develops when the 
body can still make some 
insulin, but not enough, or 
when the insulin that is 
produced does not work 
properly [known as insulin 
resistance]. 

The main symptoms of 
undiagnosed diabetes can 
include: 

■ passing urine more 
often than usual, especially 
at night 

■ increased thirst 

■ extreme tiredness 

■ unexplained weight loss 

■ genital itching or regular 
episodes of thrush 

■ slow healing of cuts and 
wounds 

■ blurred vision

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Returning to learning 

School days - 'the happiest days of your life?' Sadly, not for everyone. 


But if you slipped through the 
education net first time round there's 
another chance for you to gain skills 
and qualifications that can help open 
up new options for work and further 
study or just make everyday things - 
such as helping your child with their 
homework - easier. 

Improving your reading, writing and number 
skills can give you confidence you never knew 
you had. 

There’s a wide range of courses you can take to 
help boost your skills. Some of these can lead 
to a qualification. 

You’ll be able to learn in your local area, and in 
a way that suits your lifestyle: part time, full 
time, during the day or in the evening. And 
you’ll be with other like-minded adults.

JASON Walker may have been surprised 
he was named in the starting line-up 
for Luton Town’s 5-1 victory over 
Histon, but the new signing made the 
most of it by grabbing a debut goal. 

The striker joined on loan from fellow 
Blue Square Bet Premier side Barrow 
on Wednesday, with the move set to 
become permanent in January, 
and proved a constant thorn in the 
Stutes’ side all afternoon. 

Walker’s goal - his 12th of the 
season - capped off a memorable 
bow for the Hatters, and afterwards 
he admitted he was not expecting to 
be picked by boss Richard Money 
“When he said I was starting I was a bit 
surprised, but I wanted to and was pre¬ 
pared to,” he said. “I'm on loan and the 
fans want to see new signings like me 
and Alex [Lawless], so to score in front of 
them was perfect for me really.” 


Walker’s goal made it 3-0 after strike 
partner Matthew Barnes-Homer had 
picked him out with a pinpoint cross to 
the far post, although he was making a 
nuisance of himself in the first minute 
having gone close to opening the scor¬ 
ing. 

The 26-year-old said: “It was a great 
ball in from Keith Keane and I chested it 
when I should have done a bit better. 

“It was a good start and has given me a 
bit of confidence and settled me down. 

“It’s the ideal start and I couldn’t ask 
for more. With the team behind us we’re 
going to create and I knew that I would 
get that chance. I couldn’t really miss to 
be honest. I haven’t played for the last 
couple of weeks because I have been 
suspended and I’ve had a bit of flu, so I 
was tired in the last 20-25 minutes, but 
it’s good to get 90 minutes under your 
belt - especially as I’m not playing for 
another couple of weeks.” 

Along with fellow new boy Lawless, 
Walker will miss next Saturday’s trip to 


Charlton Athletic in the second round of 
the FA Cup due to being cup-tied. 

However, he is confident that his new 
team-mates will put on a good showing 
against the League One outfit and is 
concentrating on helping to fire Luton 
to promotion from the Conference. 

Yesterday’s win put the Hatters sec¬ 
ond, although they would drop back 
down a place if AFC Wimbledon beat 
Kettering Town this afternoon, while 
Crawley Town’s 7-0 thumping of 
Altrincham saw them return to the sum¬ 
mit. As well as those two sides, Walker is 
aware that the teams below the top 
three are not out of the promotion pic¬ 
ture just yet. 

He said: “We know the period over 
Christmas is absolutely vital; the games 
come thick and fast, and if you win the 
majority of those games then the points 
rack up. That’s what we want and we 
need to kick on now. 

“We need to get to January having won 
as many games as we can.”
